Washington. Jan. 21 —Apparently 


convinced by tho ntniospheie of I hi* 
Democratic caucus that uotliln;: now 
can prevent the building of the I'una 
ma canal, Senator Morgan has Intto- 
duced a bill providing for the annexa- 
tion of 1'amnna before the purchase 
of tbe property of the Panama Canal 
company. This Is the llrst time Ihat 
Senator Morgan has ever admitted by 
word or deeil that the Panama canal 
was a probability. 


The bill appropriates $10.000.000 as 


compensation to Panama for Its ces- 
fiion.. 115,000.000 for Colombia for .loss 
of territory and $40.000.000 for the 
canal 
company. 
Mr. Morgan 
will 


speak on this hill, but none of his 
friends In the senate hns any Idea 
that It will come to a vole.

Admits Independence. 


A preamble to the Morgan bill sets 


forth that many nations having recog- 
nized the secession of Panama! and 
that the Independence of that repub- 
lic Is an accomplished fact, the bill 
asscrta that-tlm uresldent of the Unit, 


cd Statcs'approved and protected the 
secession with the naval forces of the 
United States, and that the president 
and the senate recognized the Inde- 
pendence of the new republic by ap- 
pointing and accrediting a minister 
to that republic. 


Provides for Construction. 


After providing for the construc- 


tion of the Panama canal by the Unit- 
ed States the bill declares that all tho 
rights and properties of the republic 
of Panama of every description shall 
vest In the United States of America, 
'without reserve, and shall be subject 
to their sovereign jurisdiction. 


Senator Morgan also Introduced a 


concurrent resolution 
directing 
the 


president to enter Into negotiations 
with the governments of Nicaragua 
and- Costa Rica for the construction 
of a canal via the Nicaragua!! route. 


Speaks for Nicaragua. 


A strong stand In favor of I lip NIc- 


nrngunu route for the isthmian canal 
was madct by Senator Patterson. He 
charged that the effort to build the 
Patiamn canal was Iti the Interest of 
those who want no caual at all, and. 
nt the worst, one which would plve 
the least competition to ttie trauscon- 
tlncnlnl railroads. He said he believed 
tho Nicaragua!)'canal could lie com- 
pleted In fifteen years less lime than 
the Panama canal, and' therefore he 
would vote against the ratification ot 
the treaty. 


Senator .Platt of Connecticut, who 


followed Mr. Patterson, 
said

'Engineering Features

al will utilize. Tho canal route UHOS 
tho lako for seventy mllos. For sixty 
miles of that i distance vessels can 
go at lull speed. 
They can do tho 


same on some stretches of tho river, 
where oven now. without any dam, 
tho river Is r>0 foot deep and 1,000 
feet wide, and without too groat ex- 
pense nearly tho whole of tho river 
part can bo so straightened that ves- 
sels can go at good speed In it. Tills 
Improvement .could bo made gradual 
ly from year to year whllo tho (.-anal 
Is In use.

PURE FOOD BILL. 


House Passes the Hepburn Measure 


After Defeating Amendment.

Its opponents 
being unable to secure a roll call on 
the bill. 
As , It now stands, the bill 


goes Into effect Feb. 1, 1904. The 
amendment. Inserting the word "wil- 
ful" 
with reference to persons who 


sell adulterated or mlsbrnndod g^ods, 
<hnd which would have compelled the 
government to prove Intent to violate 
the law by the venders, wns stricken 
out on a yea and nay vote In the 
house. Several attempts wero mai'e 
to amend the hill, but no material 
changes were adopted. The bill fixes 
the standard? of foods and drugs ns 
to their purity, strength and charac- 
ter, and defines what shall he consid- 
ered, adulterations or misbrandlng of 
foods and drugs. It also prohibits In- 
terstate commerce In and importation 
and exportation of such mlsbranded 
or adulterated articles. It !s proposed 
to enlarga the scope of the bureau of 
chemistry to Include the bureau of 
foods. 
This bureau will be charged 


with the duty of Inspecting food and 
drug products. Violations of the law 
shall be reported by the secretary of 
agriculture to the' proper district at- 
torney of the United State?. V.-IIG ts 
to direct the cause, proceedings to be 
prosecuted without delay.

CARL THOMPSON ADDRESSES A 


LARGE AUDIENCE 


ON 
SUBJECT OF SOCIALISM 


Seek Comnion Ownership of Means 


and Instruments of Production; 


Railroads and Other Factors. 


• Carl D. Thompson. 
of 
Lincoln-, 


Nebraska, former pastor of the Con- 
gregational church at Elgin. III., who 
gave up that work to devote his life 
to the advancement of socialism, .ad- 
dressed a good sized gathering at tho 
new Foresters' hall last evening. His 
plea was for the entrance Into the 
political field of organized lahor. al 
lied with those oilier classes of man. 
hind whoso members perform a iiso- 
ful service and do not live off the 
labor of others— tho final purpose and 
end being the common ownership ot 
th» Instruments of production. 


M. ; Mortimer Speaks 


In Introducing thu speakqr of tho 


evening. Chairman M. Mortimer 
re- 


ferred to the Iroquols theatre catas- 
trophe In Chicago. 
The cause of 


' that disaster was not to ho found In 


the fact that architects 
had 
not 


reached that point of 
development 


where It was possible to build a fire 
proof theatre. It was a fire-trap and 


' not a fire-proof because the former Is 


cheaper to build. Things today are 
not made' with the safety and health 
of the 'pubic In view. They arc built 
for profit. That Is the reason 
tho 


worklngmen of this country have nn 
IroquolR disaster nearly every week. 
In 1900 there were 18.000 people kill- 
ed and C3.000 maimed on tho rail- 
roads because capitalists build rail 
roads for profit. 
In 1902 a total of 


35.000 Infants died from 
starvation 


and want of medical attention. 
Did 


they die because there was not plen- 
ty of food? No, but because a few 
.men own the necessaries of life. If 
'the capitalist system was to continue 
much longer, the speaker did 
not 


know what might not happen. 


Carl D. Thompson 
Ever since recorded human history 


began, said Carl D. Thompson, there 
has been a utruggle — a struggle for 
.existence, and therefore a struggle 
against the material conditions that 
have confronted man. There has al- 
so been another struggle of tho op- 
•pressed, against the oppressor; 
the 


exploited against the exploiter,' tho 
struggle of those who have borno tho 
burden of the world's work against 
those who have gotten -tho 
fruits 


thereof. 
We read of It In tho Old 


Testament. In Egyptian history. In 
the story of Babylon and of Rome. All 
through human history there stands 
out this one pathetic, brutal, unyield- 
ing struggle of class against class; 
of slave against tho tyrant. 


Socialism the Last Word 


And »s this struggle has come down 
it has had a development. At first 
the oppressed were abject slaves and 
had no voice In 
government 
and 


they grasped only the vulgar wea- 


• pons they could sec — tho sticks and 
stones and Javelins. In tho mediae- 
val times they threw armies Into the 
field, and in oitr own country they 
took the -stand of what we -call the 
Revolutionary fathers. In these days 
•we sometimes see men and women 
dress themselves up in silks \ and 
soft kid gloves and call themselves 
"Sons and Daughters' of the Revolu- 
tion." ' The real Revolutionary fath- 
ers were the enslaved and oppressed 
•who would not stand for wrong. Now, 
In tho foreground. Is ..«« struggle of 
the laboring; classed In tho trades 
unions. 
Socialism has become 
the 
last, best wor.I and method ot those 
engaged In tho 
struggle 
against 
' 


New Trad a Unionism 
The old trade unionism limits Itself 


to the economic field. -It Is the trade 
unionism that draws back -from the 
political field. 
In this the principle 


of solidarity, the necessity of getting 
all In together Is recognized. Second- 
ly the necessity of. sick,-, traveling, 
and outof-work benefits — tho exem- 
plification of the spirit of 
brother- 


hood; and thirdly, the necessity of 
trying to enforce 
demands, 
after 


treating with employers, aro recog- 
nized. The old trades unionism stops 
there. 
It docs not go Into politics. 


Yet tho logic of events Is compelling 
it to assume a new attitude. In the 
first place all efforts of pure and sim- 
ple trades unionism to organize all 
the laboring classes In unions has 
not succeeded. 


Where Old Mac Failed 
There are 
Ifi.OOO.OOO laboring peo- 


ple. In America and two million of 
these are In unions. In tho second 
placo unskilled labor IB scattered and 
has not the virility for organization. 
Besides this capitalism Is constantly. 
reaching out and bringing 
foreign 


workers here to destroy any results 
unionism may have 
•accomplished. 


Thirdly, there Is tho problem of wag 
es. After fifty or sixty years strug- 
gle not much has been accomplished. 
The most optimistic statisticians cs< 
tlmatc that wages have gone up three 
per cent In tho past ten years. But 
along with this tho cost of living has 
mounted steadily higher and 
has 


gone up. In the 'same- time, thirty-nine 
per cent. The old. simple trades' tin 
lonlsm sees tho necessity of keeping 
•wages up and hours short, hut what 
It falls to sco Is the necessity , of 
keeping tho cost of living down. Then 
there are the problems of women and. 
children's labor before which the un 
ions- stand .powerless. . 


Need Alignment 


"We have failed at another point — 


tho alignment of forces necessary to 
carry tho struggle to an Issue. Thirty- 
five per cent of the voting population 
belongs to the wage earning classes. 
Victory cannot be won without alll 
ance with other classes. There are 
two: that great army of agricultur- 
ists which labors with the "grudging 
soil;" and the unproductive laborers 
— tho teachers and doctors who per- 
' form a useful service and do not live 


off the labor of dthers. 
The 
new 


trades unionism sees the necessity of 
'organizing nil of these Into a solid 
phalanx — a class conscious organlza 
tlon. 


Irrepressibli Conflict

he ban labored for many months to 
keep the standard of bin crop up to 
the average, and his effort!! should 
ho rewarded, especially when

had several buyers In the Held for 
the past week, and It Is reported that 
they have bought several crops as 
they now stand in tho Hheds. at rrom 
8 to 10 cents.
